WORLD'S BIGGEST SHIP. 


NEW YOKK, Aug. i —The biggest ship 


iu the world, the Celtic, of the \Vbite 
Star Hue, reached her dock here today, 
after her maiden voyage. She brought 
315 cabin jind 208 steerage passengers. 
The'Geltic is 710 feet long, and has a 
gross iouuage of 20,880 and a net regis 
ter of H,G50. She is seventy- live feet 
in breadth and forty-nine iu depth, aud 
her displacement at load draft is 37, 
700 tons. The Celtic is the first 20,000 
ton ship tver launched. As berttied. 
her steerage deck is longer than the 
entire entrance to the dock. 
After be- 


ing warped iu, the doors aft the cabin 
had to be opened to let out the passen- 
gers. Her sundeok towers above the 
roof of the pier. She has nine decks 
and will accommodate 330 first cla^b 
passengers. As regards modern lux-

and the poor Dsh Is done for. 


The mucus also lessens the friction, 


thus facilitating progress through the 
water. It also serves as a buffer for 
the scale,1?, preventing Injury to a great 
extent.

gritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can be heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole cnn move 


backward almost as fast as be can move 
forward, and when for any reason' he 
moves over the surface of the ground he 
runs on the edges ot his front paws, with 
the backs of the latter toward eacli other. 


It is dillicult to believe how quickly a 


mole can work his way into the earth 
unless ono has actually watched nnd 
uucd him. Last spring a kind neighbor 
»i>nt me word that her gardener had with 
great trouble caught a mole which had 
been playing havoc in the garden and 
n«ikcd if I chd not wish to come over nnd 
examine it. I accepted the invitation, 
and, finding thu mole an. unusually fine 
specimen, 1 at once began taking notes 
on the speed with which he could bury 
himself.

Tlie Kev. Jolin "W«»l.ty'» "Collection 
'of Receipts" For the Treatment of 
the. Ill* And Aclien of Uumanlty.

In these days of hygienic reform and 


"methods" of treating disease without 
medicine at all it is interesting to read a 
•volume printed by Parry Hall, Chestnut 
street, Philadelphia, in 1747 and compil- 
ed by John Wesley. It is a curious mix- 
ture of material remedies aud religious 
exhortation. Tlwre are a few copies of 
:he book in cx.ist.cnee, but one unearthed 
recently was the occasion of-much aniuso- 
nirtit at a convention of physicians. The 
book is substantially bound in leather, 
aud the few illustrations are as primitive 
as the remedies. 


Tlie preface deals with the raisoa 


d'etre of the work, incidentally recalling 
liow "man was sent from the hands of 
God perfect, needing no physic; but, re- 
belling against the sovereign of all, tho 
seeds of pain and sickness were lodged 
in the body and a thousand disorders, 
increased by everything around us. The 
inn aud moon shed unwholesome influ- 
jnces from above; the earth exhales poi- 
sonous damps from below; the air itself 
that surrounds us is replete with the 
shafts of death; yen, the food we eat 
daily saps the foundations of life." 


The preface further states: "As to the 


manner of using the remedies here set 
down, I should advise, as soon as you 
know your disorder (which is easy unless 
in a case of complication of disorders, 
and then you would do well to apply to a 
physician who fears God): First, use the 
medicines first advised for that disease; 
the second, if that is of none effect; the 
third, and so on. 
To persevere iu tho 


course is often more than half the cure. 
Above all, add to the rest (for it is not 
labor lost) that old fashioned medicine, 
prayer and faith in God." 


A postscript to the preface Is addressed 


to the members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church nnd signed by Thomas Coke 
and I'Vancis Asbury, introducing the 
work to American brethren. It begins: 


"Friends and brethren, the great inter- 


est o£ your souls will ever be near our 
hearts, but we cannot be unmindful of 
yimr bodies." 


The work proper is entitled "A Collec- 


tion of Receipts" and recites in alphabet- 
ical order the "disorders" of that time 
and their remedies. In the A's are a list 
of panaceas against ague. 
To "«r> into 


a cold bath just before a fit" is added the 
wholesome advice, "Nothing tends more 
to prolongue an ague than indulgence in 
a lazy, indolent disposition." 
Another 


remedy for ague is to "apply to the stom- 
ach a large onion, split." Still another is: 
"Make six middling pills of cobwebs. 
Take cue before the cold fit, two a little 
before the next, the other three, if need 
be, before the other fit." 


Parenthetically are introduced some 


gentle hints for "tender persons" nnu 
"the studious." "Tender persons should 
constantly go to bed at 0 and rise at 4 or 
5. 
Studious people should frequently 
! 


bathe and frequently wash their feet." 


Tar water is n standard remedy in the 


groat John Wesley's family medicine 
book. He gives the formula for making 
it: "Put a gallon of water (cold) on n 
quart of Norway tar, stir them together 
with a flat stick for live minutes. After 
it has stood for three days pour tbe wa- 
ter off clear; bottle, cork. 
For St. An- 


thonj's fire take a wineglassful every 
hour." 


There is no mention made of fiytime in 


this pungent remedy for baldness: "Rub 
the part night and morning with a raw 
onion until red; rub afterward with hon- 
ey. Tried. Or electrify daily." 


How does modern hydropathy compare 


with this instance: "Mis,s Bates of Leices- 
tershire bathed daily, using the cold bath 
for a month and drinking only water. 
This cured her of a cancer in the breast, 
a consumption and a sciatic rheumatism." 


There are various remedies for con- 


sumption. After recommending the cold 
bath 'Air. Wesley says: "Take no food 
but new buttermilk churned in a bottle 
nnd white broad. On every morning cut 
up a l.ttle turf of fresh earth and. lying 
down, brcntbe into the bole for a quarter 
of an hour. 1 have known a deep con- 
sumptive cured this way." 


lie further states: "Mr. Mathers of 


Evesham was so far gone in consump- 
tion that he could not stand alone. 
Dr. 


Dover (of the celebrated Dover's pow- 
der) advised him to lose six ounces of 
blood daily for a fortnight—if he lived 
that long—and then every other day, 
then every third day, and eo on. In three 
months he was well." 


"For dull sight: Drop in two or three 


drops of the juice of rotten apples often."

Trade—Fine Gold Setting* Uprd For 
Bourns Stonea—Tlie Ilulo Around a 
Genuine Peurl. 


'Although the Imitation of jewels has 


been practiced for a century or more 
there are comparatively 
new develop- 


ments in the industry every few years, 
and the business has of late attained 
enormous proportions. 
The majority cf 


these stones are made abroad, and hence 
they are imported. 
But while they are 


txceediugly cheap and the duty is low 
the attempt is occasionally made to smug- 
gle them into the country, and a seizure 
results. 
Again, -the imitation is •some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
Is always* possible for an expert to tell 
the difference if he has suflicient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of the diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are usually 
made of paste or straws; which is nothing 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to whicb, if the stone is colored, 
the proper hue'has been imparted by tho 
addition 
to some 
mineral 
substance. 


There is at least one Kuropeun liou?e, 
though, which professes to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwise 
be possible. 


In London still another pl.nn is ptirsliod 


to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by tbe cutting 
of jewels, is treated with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state and then rolled out in 
exceedingly' thin sheets. 
This veneer 


is cut into the proper shape and cement- 
ed on the faces of the strass. (iluss dia- 
monds can be bought for a few ccuts 
when unset, but a veneered diamond is 
worth nearly $1. A hijrh degree of skill 
is required in its preparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diamond and 
paste. 
Hydrolluoric acid will cat glass, 


but will not .-nToct tbe genuine stone. A 
lile makes no impression on the hitter 
either. 
Finally a real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 


SonVe "artificial rubies are of paste; oth- 


ers have tbe same composition as tbe 
genuine stone, whicb consists of corun- 
dum. 
The latter variety of imitation 


ruby bus the proper hardness nnd spe- 
cific gravity, and the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the true 
ruby only by a powerful 
magnifying 


glass. 
Singularly enough, the genuine 


article is identified by its defects. There 
are natural fl.nvh in it not found in tho 
imitation, although the imitation also 
possesses other characteristics (minute 
bubbles* for instance) which are readily 
recognised. 
On some stones, like the 


topaz and osnorald, it is not wise to use 
a tile. They are not hard enough to re- 
sist it. Tlie magnifying «lass is tho sur- 
est means of ascertaining tbe character 
of these je\\ els.

Contrary to the common beliefi boils 


are not indicative of blood disease. \They 
aro really indications of local poisoning 
by pa's bearing germs, and the boil is ua 
abscess. Every pus prick, every scratch, 
every abrasion, every cut with n razor or 
pocketknife, every splinter that enteis 
the skin may cause a boil. Xor need tho 
wound be a serious one. It miiy be su 
minute as to be imisible to tho unaided 
eye. 
Nor is tho result always produced, 


for if it should be, every slight wound, 
every thorn prick, every scratch of a cat, 
every bite of a don. every abrasion ol the 
skin, would be followed by disastrous, if 
not fatal, consequences. The reason for 
this immunity is that there is a certain in- 
herent power of the body to resist those 
noxious agents, nnd it-is only when the 
powers of Ihe body are weakened by dis- 
ease that the morbific agents, can thme 
iu the body and accomplish their evil 
uork.
